to us by Messrs. Bonsall and Sontag, and

Tue brig Advance left New York on 
the 3lst of May, 1853, for the purpose of 
finding some trace of Sir John Frankliu, 
“and affording him succor, if possible. She 
proceeded without incident to Baffin’s Bay. 
Stopped at several Danish colonies iu 
Greenland, where the party procured furs 
aud Esquimaux dogs to draw the sledges. 
Then proceeded onward toward Davis's 


; Straits, and encountered the first ice ia 


Melville Bay, towards the latter end of 
July. They saceeeded in working a way 
through with wonderful facility, and reach- 


ed open water on the 2d of August in lati- 


tude 76 deg. Entered Smith’s Sound on 
the Sth of August, and mext day encoun- 
tered heavy ice. Worked through it in a 
north easterly direction till the latitade of 
78 deg. 45 min was reached, when it was 
determined to go into winter quarters 
For this purpose returned south a few miles 


aud on the 10th of September, 1853, cast 


anchor off the westerly coast of Greenland, 
und commenced preparations for the win- 
ter. The vessel was housed over, galley- 


Stores were put up between decks, and pro- 


visious were landed to provide for any cou- 
lingency that might arise. “Meanwhile a 
sledge was sent out with provisions to be 
deposited, so that parties going out in the 
spring might go farther from the ship, ob- 
ts. This

about one hundred miles, reaching latitude 
80, and found that a large glacier formed

On 
his return, he was drawn by his dogs more 
than 60 miles, and all they had to eat was 


an old boot and a pair of leather trousers, | 


which they devoured with the greatest ra- 
pacity. 

Another expedition, which, like the 
others, Was undertaken principally to ob- 
tain some trace of Sir John Franklin, now 
started in the same direction as the first 
expedition of the fall previous. It was 
under the direction of Officer McGarry and 
Bonsall, who went out as daguerreotypist, 
(whose apparatus, by the way, would not 
work in these northern regions). This par- 
ty endeavored to find the connecting link 
between Greenland and the main land of 
North America, but did_not; so that it 
still remains undecided whether Greenland 
is an island or not. But they discovered 
a large bay, extending due north, termina- 
ting in a large glacier, mentioned above. 
From this a new channel was discovered, 
aloug which they passed until they were 
brought upby open water. This water was 
entirely free from ice, and abounded in ani- 
mal life—fish, fowl, and the walrus. <A 
northerly gale, lasting two days, brought 
no ice—proving that there is at least a 
large open sea beyond, and it was regard- 
ed by Dr. Kane as the great northern 
ocean which never freezes. A branch of 
this party laid down the coast as far north 
as 82 30, the highestzlatitude known to nuv- 
igutors. They returned in July, and thus 
closed the operations for the year 1854.— 
Soon after this, it became evident that the 
ship would not be liberated from the ice 
that year. They all felt that they were 
doomed to spend another winter in-the dis- 
mal regions of the north, unless relieved by 
other means. Dr. Kane, for this purpose, 
endeavored to communicate with Sir Ed- 
ward Belcher, at Beechy Island, in Wel- 


‘lington Channel, about 700 miles to the 


southwest. Pe endeavored to effect a com- 
munication by boat. Dr. Kane and a crew 
of five men set out in an open whale boat, 
and crossed Smith’s sound, skirted the coast 
till they reached Jones' Sound, where they 
met the heavy pack ice of Jones, Lancaster, 
Whale and Smith Sounds, forming an im- 
penetrable barrier of ice, from five to thir- 
ty feet in thickness. They skirted this 
pack to the southward, making repeated 
efforts to bore throngh it. The boat on 
which their lives depended, was several 
times in imminent danger of being crashed. 
to Whale’s 
Sound in this effort. From this point they 
returned to the ship, having nmade up their 
minds to spend the winter as best they 
could, ‘No further expeditions were sent 
out. + 

By this time having run short of coal, 
they were obliged to burn every super flu- 
ous part of the ship, and confine themselves 
in the smallest possible space. Prospects 
were indeed gloomy. During this winter, 
to add to the other horrors which surround- 


ed them, the scurvy broke out, and the 


whole crew suffered more or less. At one 
time Dr. Kane and Mr. Bonsall were the 
only persous able to move about. Oa them 
devolved all the duties of the shi ur- 
sing the sick. 

Tue scurvy disappeared with the return 
of the sun and warm temperature. They 
owed their recovery to the free use of raw 
Walrus meat procured from the Esquimaux, 
for which they paid in jack-kuives, needles, 
pieces of wood, &c., whichare highly prized 
by the Esquimaux. |

The two vessels made the best of their way 
North, to God [aven, or Lievely, a port 
in the Island of Disco, situated in David's 
Straits, off the West Coast of Greenland, 
in lat, 70 deg. North, which they reached 
JulyG From this point, they pushed on 
North withont meeting with any remarka- 
ble adventure, encountering the usual ob- 
les to the navigation of those seas, 
till they arrived in the extreme latitude of 
79 dey, 30 min. Here they encountered 
impassible barriers of ice, and stood inland 
towards the Greenland shore in the hope 
of finding a passage, throngh which they 
might attain still higher latitudes. As 
they approached the shore, they discovered 
an Esquimaux village, and landed to make 
inquiries. They learned from the inhabit- 
ants the intelligence that the slup's 
company of the Advance, Dr. Kane’s ves- 
sel, had gone south Nothing was left for 
the two vessels but to return, and they at 
once started on their return to God Ha- 
ven. The return voyage was a very dan- 
gerous one, and the two vessels repeatedly 
encountered ipminent peril from the ice.— 
The Arctic was at one time subjected to a 
pressure which would have crushed like an 
egg-shell a vessel of ordinary construction, 


came in close proximity to an iceberg, of 
immense size, and for hours was threatened 
with destruction. She was fortunately re- 
leased from her dangerous position with 
only the loss of her quarter boats, and her 
quarter deck broken up to a serious extent 
A-strong gale of wind springing up on the 
6th, they were enabled to release them- 
selves from the ice, and made God Haven 
on the 10th September. Here they found 
the crew of the Advance, which had arriv- 
ed on the day previous in the Danish brig 
Mary Ann, Capt. Ammondson, from U per- 
navik, a town on the west coast of Green- 
land, in latitude 72 deg. 40 min., being the 
most porthern Danish settlement in the 
country. 

"Fhe crew of the Advance was taken on 
board of the vessels sent to their relief, 
and on the 18th of September set sail for 
New York.

God himself is 
the Master Artist, and, when he made 
man in his own image, he breathed into 
him something of his own sense of beauty, 
and placed him in a studio full of the mod-

From Negro Hill two miles to the vorth-west 
is the North Fork of the American. We cross 
this by another and small wire suspension bridge, 
made not for teams, but for footmen or horsemen. 
The long bridge as you cross, high in the air, 
undulates and trembles, and sinks and rises with 
a wave-like motion, shaking as though affected 
by the liveliest sympathy with your own thrilling 
nerves as you cautiously tread your singulur way 
along the air structure, your feelings peculiarly 
quickened by an occasional snort of terror from 
your horse, treading carefully just behind you, 
with his nose ever close to the plank. But once 
safe over, you turn and gaze and give expression 
to your feelings of surprise and wonder. Now 
a sharp little hill and you are on a level, beautiful 
plat of ground, running up and down the river, 
and back a half mile or more, with a good num- 
ber of decent framed buildings, making a town 
called Beal's Flat, with twelve or fifteen families. 
There is good mining around, with a large ditch 
of water to supply the diggings abundantly.— 


and above are many small ravines in which much 
work is done. But we cannot delay long.— 
Three miles farther down and you arrive at a 
very pleasant, new town, called Pleasant Valley. 
This is a good name, with nothing but pleasant 
associations awakened by it. We wish we had 
a home here, There are some twelve families 
and forty or fifty miners. They are making wa- 
ges und seem satisfied. They expect the Sac- 
Valley Roadroad here to ‘cross to Marysville, 
but it stops opposite for the present, on the south 
side of the river. Here is a city laid out, called 
Granite city, because of an excellent quarry of 
granite in its very midst. All this region abounds 
in granite of an excellent quality. It resembles, 
to the eye, almost exactly the Quincy granite.— 
But carefully examined, it is different. That is 
really a fair sienite specked with hornblende; but 
this is pure granite, with black mica for its spots. 
Already the California Stage Co. bas built here 
a monster stable, like a R. R. depot, as the start- 
ing point for all their Sierra mountain stages, so 
soon as the road is completed. It would seem 
that the Orleans House, and some others in Sac- 
raniento would not be as crowded as now.— 
Yet indeed, it will probably even men busi- 
ness in the City of the Plains. 
Descending the river two miles farther, we 
come, on the north side, to the lowest prominent 
mining locality in this region, called Mississippi 
Bar. It is an extensive bar produced in the 
great bend of the river, as gradually for centu- 
ries it has worn away its southern bank and 
moved its channel over on that side, lenving a 
wide fat upon the north side, with a deposit of 
sand and rocks, and a fair proportion of the pre- 
cious metal. Formerly only a few Americans 
were accustomed to work here as the bar was 
not a very rich one; while thousands of China- 
men found it just the place where they could 
labor without molestation, with, to them, a good 
return. In 53 we visited it when it was compu- 
ted that four thousand of these miners were here. 
But a large ditch has been cut, bringing the 
water of the North Fork over this extensive. 
bar; and nowa large American population is 
here found doing well, where formerly they could 
only meet expenses. A small number of the 
Chinese yet remain, and are well poken of by 
their neighbors. 

But now leaving the mines, we are wheeling 
over the plain away for home. The mountains 
recede, the hills disappear, the trees flit by, the 
wheels rattle, the dust rolls, the horses bound 
away as partaking of the spirit of their human 
attendants. All are cheerful, although a perfect 
crowd are on top and within. Weare going 
home, home! Who can help gladness and thank- 
fulness, remembering the protections and many 
mercies of our Father in heaven. Soon a big 
man in the finest broadcloth, with a gold nugget 
for a breastpin remarks: “We are going at a 
d—d fine rate.” We quickly replied, “Blessed 
fine rate, friend, blessed it is; the world is full of 
good things, and how mech better it is to look 
at them as all blessings.” An intelligent smile

Insane Retreat at Stockton. 


A recent visit to this 8 State Institution gave 
us both pain and pleasure. We were pained to 
find so large a number of the unfortunate from 
a State so new and a population so small. About 
one hundred and seventy of various ages, and of 
both sexes, from a boy of 14 to an adult of near- 
ly three score years, suffering under every varie- 
ty and degree of mental malady, presented a 
spectacle sad to contemplate. ‘The proportion 
of the inmates to the whole population of the 
State is greater than in any other State in the 
Union. Particularly is this true of those suf- 
fering from acule manta, a form of mental dis- 
ease easily aceounted for in the excitements and 
disappointments so peculiar to our people. In 
connection with this fact it was gratifying to 
learn that while we have a larger proportion of 
insane than any other State, a larger propor- 
tion also recover. Nearly one half of those sent 
there during the4ear past have bee.) restored to 
their right mind. Whether this be the result of 
more skillful treatment on the part of the Super- 
intendent and Physician, or the salubrity of the 
location, or the younger and stronger physical 
constitution of most of the inmates, most of the 
population of the State being in the very prime 
of life, does not appear. Perhaps, and probably, 
the fact may be accounted for in the less number 
of chronic cases; cases far more numerous in old- 
er States, and everywhere more hopeless of cure. 

Of those we saw at Stockton very many were 
cases of doubtful recovery. Of these a large 
number were victims of selfabuse. The tenden- 
cy in such instances wae to idiocy, a state far 
more desperate than madness. Others, particu- 
‘larly among the females, were victims of domes- 
tic trouble, an evil deplorably common in certain 
circles, the causes of which have grown out of 
our peculiar social condition, Intemperance,

We never before so deplored the calamity of ive 
sanity—never before were eo grateful for reason. 

In some of the wards, particularly the “vio- 
lent ward,” we saw some sad, some shocking cases 
of wreck, both of body and mind; particularly 
two or three stooping frames, with heads bent 
forward and eyes closed, und hands hanging list- 
lessly down, and faces without a thought left, ex- 
cept in traces of former rage or folly, so affec- 
ted us that we wished from our heart that we 
had not seen them. Yet the last of the three 
cases which we have alluded to above, most pain- 
fully impressed us; when, though only for.a short 
period, one venerable for his years, aud able aud 
influential from his Jearning and piety, is depriv- 
ed of his reason. Glad indeed have we been 
made, to learn that our brother was not left to 
the practice of anything mischievous, or the ut- 
terance of anything blasphemous. 

We left the Asylum utly gratified. The 
building. its surroundings, the cleanliness with 
which everything was kept, the order which pre- 
vailed, the comfort everywhere apparent, the 
gentlemanly demeanor of those iv the manage- 
ment, all afforded us an unexpected pleasure.— 
We were surprised at all this, especially as the 
conductors have had such inadequate help from 
the State. It was truly refreshing to an old 
Californian to see one public State Institution 


that was really useful and that had not been
